Agreement Through Exhaustion 
iA significant sidelight on the tech- 
wque of Soviet diplomacy is found 
in the remark by Premier Stalin 
wnicn Secretary Marshall quoted in 
his report on the Moscow confer- 
ence. Aaer people have exhausted 
themselves in dispute, the prem- 
ier lold Mr. Marshall, Ihey then 
'recognize tha necessity of compro- 
mise. 
The essence of Mr. Stalin's polite 
observation is that the best way 
for two men to settle an argument 
is for them to knock themselves out 
f'ghting first of all, and then try 


(: ','t .E-stt.le things reasonably.., 
' *Thal is indeed a primitive tech- 
nique. It is the technique of war, 
which the United Nations 
was 
meant to discredit and abolish. 
Bat we wonder if Mr. Stalin was 
being entirely frank when he made 
this rather meditative 
statement. 
Docs a man or a government real- 
ly set oiit lo settle disputes in the 
manner described'.' Or isn'l the pre- 
mier's solution instead a matter of 
second choice? 
When an aggressor nation resorts 
to war to settle a dispute, it has 
no thought of reaching a compro- 
*;)ise through mutual 
exhaustion. 
Exhaustion, 
surely—but only on 
the other side. 
This seems to be the policy of 


negotiation lhal Russia brought into 
her postwar dealings with her al- 
lies. II is evident, that their govern- 
ment was pushing toward goals as 
definite as military objectives. And 
it was-pushing toward them with 
the sustained intensity of a mili- 
tary attack. 
It is this technique that sets Rus- 
sian diplomacy apart. The usual 
diplomatic system is to strike 
a 
• ood bargain as possible, but to 
get an agreement in any event. 
No so with the Russians. They 
admit to no question o_f the right- 
ness of Iheir views. When resist- 
ance is weak, as in Ihe Baltic and 
Balkan countries, they win their ob- 
jectives .simply by overwhelming 
the opposition. When resistance is 
stronger they light as tha Bolshe- 
viks did in the 1917. civil war. 
Compromise is only a last resort. 


The Soviets have showed little evi- 
dence of it since Ihe war ended. 
They have used Ihe veto and the 
4,'alkoul in Ihe UN lo turn even a 
stalemate to tr";ir advantage. The 
deadlocked conferences of the for- 
eign ministers have given Russia 
more time to recover and rebuild. 


It is unfortunate that we must be 
a parl of Ihis diplomatic war of -it- 
trition. II is also dangerous. But 
since we are in it, we may take 
comfort in the fact that Mr. Mar- 
shall i.s on the iob. Pursuing mili- 
tary taclics of negotiation, 
the 
Russians are up against' a 
man 


who is no mean tactician himself. 


When Mr. Stalin speaks of exhau- 
€iled people recognizing the need 
for compromise, ho may be assum- 
ing that America is 
approaching 
lhal frame of mind. Our lack or 
an "ideology" imnoscd bv govern- 
menl and enforced by secret polici 
must seem to him a fatal weak- 
ness. But lie underestimates us. 
Wh"ii agreement docs come it must 
be because1 the Soviets a>'p w i l l i n g 
to give in and be reasonable. Until 
then, it behooves this country to 
keep up its moral, physical, ' and 
military strength.

Agreement Through Exhaustion 
iA significant sidelight on the tech- 
wque of Soviet diplomacy is found 
in the remark by Premier Stalin 
wnicn Secretary Marshall quoted in 
his report on the Moscow confer- 
ence. Aaer people have exhausted 
themselves in dispute, the prem- 
ier lold Mr. Marshall, Ihey then 
'recognize tha necessity of compro- 
mise. 
The essence of Mr. Stalin's polite 
observation is that the best way 
for two men to settle an argument 
is for them to knock themselves out 
f'ghting first of all, and then try

' *Thal is indeed a primitive tech- 
nique. It is the technique of war, 
which the United Nations 
was 
meant to discredit and abolish. 
Bat we wonder if Mr. Stalin was 
being entirely frank when he made 
this rather meditative 
statement. 
Docs a man or a government real- 
ly set oiit lo settle disputes in the 
manner described'.' Or isn'l the pre- 
mier's solution instead a matter of 
second choice? 
When an aggressor nation resorts 
to war to settle a dispute, it has 
no thought of reaching a compro- 
*;)ise through mutual 
exhaustion. 
Exhaustion, 
surely—but only on 
the other side. 
This seems to be the policy of 


negotiation lhal Russia brought into 
her postwar dealings with her al- 
lies. II is evident, that their govern- 
ment was pushing toward goals as 
definite as military objectives. And 
it was-pushing toward them with 
the sustained intensity of a mili- 
tary attack. 
It is this technique that sets Rus- 
sian diplomacy apart. The usual 
diplomatic system is to strike 
a 
• ood bargain as possible, but to 
get an agreement in any event. 
No so with the Russians. They 
admit to no question o_f the right- 
ness of Iheir views. When resist- 
ance is weak, as in Ihe Baltic and 
Balkan countries, they win their ob- 
jectives .simply by overwhelming 
the opposition. When resistance is 
stronger they light as tha Bolshe- 
viks did in the 1917. civil war. 
Compromise is only a last resort. 


The Soviets have showed little evi- 
dence of it since Ihe war ended. 
They have used Ihe veto and the 
4,'alkoul in Ihe UN lo turn even a 
stalemate to tr";ir advantage. The 
deadlocked conferences of the for- 
eign ministers have given Russia 
more time to recover and rebuild. 


It is unfortunate that we must be 
a parl of Ihis diplomatic war of -it- 
trition. II is also dangerous. But 
since we are in it, we may take 
comfort in the fact that Mr. Mar- 
shall i.s on the iob. Pursuing mili- 
tary taclics of negotiation, 
the 
Russians are up against' a 
man 


who is no mean tactician himself. 


When Mr. Stalin speaks of exhau- 
€iled people recognizing the need 
for compromise, ho may be assum- 
ing that America is 
approaching 
lhal frame of mind. Our lack or 
an "ideology" imnoscd bv govern- 
menl and enforced by secret polici 
must seem to him a fatal weak- 
ness. But lie underestimates us. 
Wh"ii agreement docs come it must 
be because1 the Soviets a>'p w i l l i n g 
to give in and be reasonable. Until 
then, it behooves this country to 
keep up its moral, physical, ' and 
military strength.

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By JAMES THRASHER 
Agreement Through Exhaustion 
iA significant sidelight on the tech- 
wque of Soviet diplomacy is found 
in the remark by Premier Stalin 
wnicn Secretary Marshall quoted in 
his report on the Moscow confer- 
ence. Aaer people have exhausted 
themselves in dispute, the prem- 
ier lold Mr. Marshall, Ihey then 
'recognize tha necessity of compro- 
mise. 
The essence of Mr. Stalin's polite 
observation is that the best way 
for two men to settle an argument 
is for them to knock themselves out 
f'ghting first of all, and then try 


(: ','t .E-stt.le things reasonably.., 
' *Thal is indeed a primitive tech- 
nique. It is the technique of war, 
which the United Nations 
was 
meant to discredit and abolish. 
Bat we wonder if Mr. Stalin was 
being entirely frank when he made 
this rather meditative 
statement. 
Docs a man or a government real- 
ly set oiit lo settle disputes in the 
manner described'.' Or isn'l the pre- 
mier's solution instead a matter of 
second choice? 
When an aggressor nation resorts 
to war to settle a dispute, it has 
no thought of reaching a compro- 
*;)ise through mutual 
exhaustion. 
Exhaustion, 
surely—but only on 
the other side. 
This seems to be the policy of 


negotiation lhal Russia brought into 
her postwar dealings with her al- 
lies. II is evident, that their govern- 
ment was pushing toward goals as 
definite as military objectives. And 
it was-pushing toward them with 
the sustained intensity of a mili- 
tary attack. 
It is this technique that sets Rus- 
sian diplomacy apart. The usual 
diplomatic system is to strike 
a 
• ood bargain as possible, but to 
get an agreement in any event. 
No so with the Russians. They 
admit to no question o_f the right- 
ness of Iheir views. When resist- 
ance is weak, as in Ihe Baltic and 
Balkan countries, they win their ob- 
jectives .simply by overwhelming 
the opposition. When resistance is 
stronger they light as tha Bolshe- 
viks did in the 1917. civil war. 
Compromise is only a last resort. 


The Soviets have showed little evi- 
dence of it since Ihe war ended. 
They have used Ihe veto and the 
4,'alkoul in Ihe UN lo turn even a 
stalemate to tr";ir advantage. The 
deadlocked conferences of the for- 
eign ministers have given Russia 
more time to recover and rebuild. 


It is unfortunate that we must be 
a parl of Ihis diplomatic war of -it- 
trition. II is also dangerous. But 
since we are in it, we may take 
comfort in the fact that Mr. Mar- 
shall i.s on the iob. Pursuing mili- 
tary taclics of negotiation, 
the 
Russians are up against' a 
man 


who is no mean tactician himself. 


When Mr. Stalin speaks of exhau- 
€iled people recognizing the need 
for compromise, ho may be assum- 
ing that America is 
approaching 
lhal frame of mind. Our lack or 
an "ideology" imnoscd bv govern- 
menl and enforced by secret polici 
must seem to him a fatal weak- 
ness. But lie underestimates us. 
Wh"ii agreement docs come it must 
be because1 the Soviets a>'p w i l l i n g 
to give in and be reasonable. Until 
then, it behooves this country to 
keep up its moral, physical, ' and 
military strength.

The Doctor 
Says:

Patients with high blood pressure 


will understand and accept 
their 


condition belter if they .bring'then- 
problems to a physician in whom 
they have confidence. As a patient 
acquires a better knowledge of his 
own case, he can cooperate more 
effectively with his physician. 


When high blood pressure is dis- 


covered in a patient, usually it is 
not wise for the physician to order 
a sudden change from an active 
Ills to a rigid routine in which there 
is nothing but rest, as this induces 
preoccupation with self. Most' pa- 
tients do better if they arc allowed 
to continue their job, but alterna- 
ting periods of work and rest are 
valuable. 


Special diets arc aimed at weight 
reduction (low calorie) or the con- 
trol of the disease itself (Kempncr 
diet). There isn't any 
scientific 
reason for high blood pressure pa- 
tients to ,sat less protein foods. Low 
salt diets should not be followed un- 
less a physician prescribes them. 


Non-smokers live longer than 


smokers according to most statis- 
ticians. Smokers arc of two types, 
those who relax their tension with 
a pipe full of tobacco,' a cigar or 
a cigar.et after a meal and chain 
smokers who are excessive users 
of tobacco because they are ner- 
vous. Physicians determine 
the 


type of smoker before making the 
recommendation to stop or 
con- 
tinue. 


Most patients with high 
blood 


pressure worry a great deal" and 
suffer with anxieties about 
their 


work and health. This keeps them 
awake at night and if they miss 
too much sleep, sedatives can be 
prescribed. 


Less Work, More Play 
It is quite a blow to the average 
man or woman to be told that they 
| have high blood pressure. They 
I have heard about th,2 consequences 
i of such a condition and 
imagine 


I the worse. Many of them do not 
, realize that thev have had 
high 


blood pressure for some time and 
that it may be many years before 
it begins to trouble tham. 


Moderation in everything should 


be a rule of the high blood pres- 
sure patient. It may mean less 
work and more play, less eating 
and drinking, more sleeping 
and 


resting, and th.o development of a 
hobby. 


QUESTION: My 16-year-old dau- 
ghter .has a red birthmark on her 
arm which has caused her to be 
bitter. What can we do? 


ANSWER:._See a physician about 
|it and learn'whether it can be re- 
moved or destroyed. If this cannot 
be done,'it caivbe made less con- 
spicuous by using special cosmetics.

The Doctor 
Says:

Patients with high blood pressure 


will understand and accept 
their 


condition belter if they .bring'then- 
problems to a physician in whom 
they have confidence. As a patient 
acquires a better knowledge of his 
own case, he can cooperate more 
effectively with his physician. 


When high blood pressure is dis- 


covered in a patient, usually it is 
not wise for the physician to order 
a sudden change from an active 
Ills to a rigid routine in which there 
is nothing but rest, as this induces 
preoccupation with self. Most' pa- 
tients do better if they arc allowed 
to continue their job, but alterna- 
ting periods of work and rest are 
valuable. 


Special diets arc aimed at weight 
reduction (low calorie) or the con- 
trol of the disease itself (Kempncr 
diet). There isn't any 
scientific 
reason for high blood pressure pa- 
tients to ,sat less protein foods. Low 
salt diets should not be followed un- 
less a physician prescribes them. 


Non-smokers live longer than 


smokers according to most statis- 
ticians. Smokers arc of two types, 
those who relax their tension with 
a pipe full of tobacco,' a cigar or 
a cigar.et after a meal and chain 
smokers who are excessive users 
of tobacco because they are ner- 
vous. Physicians determine 
the 


type of smoker before making the 
recommendation to stop or con- 
tinue. 


Most patients with high 
blood 


pressure worry a great deal" and 
suffer with anxieties about 
their 


work and health. This keeps them 
awake at night and if they miss 
too much sleep, sedatives can be 
prescribed. 


Less Work, More Play 
It is quite a blow to the average 
man or woman to be told that they 
| have high blood pressure. They 
I have heard about th,2 consequences 
i of such a condition and 
imagine 


I the worse. Many of them do not 
, realize that thev have had 
high 


blood pressure for some time and 
that it may be many years before 
it begins to trouble tham. 


Moderation in everything should 


be a rule of the high blood pres- 
sure patient. It may mean less 
work and more play, less eating 
and drinking, more sleeping 
and 


resting, and th.o development of a 
hobby. 


QUESTION: My 16-year-old dau- 
ghter .has a red birthmark on her 
arm which has caused her to be 
bitter. What can we do? 


ANSWER:._See a physician about 
|it and learn'whether it can be re- 
moved or destroyed. If this cannot 
be done,'it caivbe made less con- 
spicuous by using special cosmetics.

N. J. Eastman of Baltimore re- 
cently recommended that

bo limited to a maximum of eight 
children as a means of reducing 
maternal mortality. 


Eastman, Davis said, maintains 


that a woman should be in perfect 
health at the time of conception. 
The Baltimore 
specialist 
argued 


that if that were true there would 
be a 25 per cent reduction in ma- 
ternal deaths. 


Dr. Davis disagreed. 
"Good health," he said, "is a 


fine thing. But the real danger in 
both maternal and infant mortal- 
ity comes at the end more than a 
he start.

dition rests with the physician de- 
livnrine tHf babv 
Hoo« for 
im 


provcmcnt lies with better obslc- 
uics by the general practitioner, 
since ail infants can't be born in 
modern hospitals with a specialist 
in charge."

The Doctor 
Says:

Patients with high blood pressure 


will understand and accept 
their 


condition belter if they .bring'then- 
problems to a physician in whom 
they have confidence. As a patient 
acquires a better knowledge of his 
own case, he can cooperate more 
effectively with his physician. 


When high blood pressure is dis- 


covered in a patient, usually it is 
not wise for the physician to order 
a sudden change from an active 
Ills to a rigid routine in which there 
is nothing but rest, as this induces 
preoccupation with self. Most' pa- 
tients do better if they arc allowed 
to continue their job, but alterna- 
ting periods of work and rest are 
valuable. 


Special diets arc aimed at weight 
reduction (low calorie) or the con- 
trol of the disease itself (Kempncr 
diet). There isn't any 
scientific 
reason for high blood pressure pa- 
tients to ,sat less protein foods. Low 
salt diets should not be followed un- 
less a physician prescribes them. 


Non-smokers live longer than 


smokers according to most statis- 
ticians. Smokers arc of two types, 
those who relax their tension with 
a pipe full of tobacco,' a cigar or 
a cigar.et after a meal and chain 
smokers who are excessive users 
of tobacco because they are ner- 
vous. Physicians determine 
the 


type of smoker before making the 
recommendation to stop or 
con- 
tinue. 


Most patients with high 
blood 


pressure worry a great deal" and 
suffer with anxieties about 
their 


work and health. This keeps them 
awake at night and if they miss 
too much sleep, sedatives can be 
prescribed. 


Less Work, More Play 
It is quite a blow to the average 
man or woman to be told that they 
| have high blood pressure. They 
I have heard about th,2 consequences 
i of such a condition and 
imagine 


I the worse. Many of them do not 
, realize that thev have had 
high 


blood pressure for some time and 
that it may be many years before 
it begins to trouble tham. 


Moderation in everything should 


be a rule of the high blood pres- 
sure patient. It may mean less 
work and more play, less eating 
and drinking, more sleeping 
and 


resting, and th.o development of a 
hobby. 


QUESTION: My 16-year-old dau- 
ghter .has a red birthmark on her 
arm which has caused her to be 
bitter. What can we do? 


ANSWER:._See a physician about 
|it and learn'whether it can be re- 
moved or destroyed. If this cannot 
be done,'it caivbe made less con- 
spicuous by using special cosmetics.

out his professional 
neck 
in

sneech before the 
107th 
annual 


meeting of the Illinois State Medi- 
cal Society. 


"I cannot speak for all doctors, 


of course," Davis said. 
"B.it at least that has been rny 


experience. I can name at least 
nine women who have borne 12 or 
more children and are exceedingly 
well. I have never in all my years 
of practice known a case of serious 
illness due to bearing several chil- 
dren." 


Davis came to the meeting from 


Avon, 111., (pop. 800). 


He was taking sharp issue with 


a doctor who Wasn't there. Dr. 
N. J. Eastman of Baltimore re- 
cently recommended that 
women 


bo limited to a maximum of eight 
children as a means of reducing 
maternal mortality. 


Eastman, Davis said, maintains 


that a woman should be in perfect 
health at the time of conception. 
The Baltimore 
specialist 
argued 


that if that were true there would 
be a 25 per cent reduction in ma- 
ternal deaths. 


Dr. Davis disagreed. 
"Good health," he said, "is a 


fine thing. But the real danger in 
both maternal and infant mortal- 
ity comes at the end more than a 
he start. 


"The 
responsibiliy of this con- 


dition rests with the physician de- 
livnrine iHo babv 
Hoo« for 
im 


provcmcnt lies with better obslc- 
uics by the general practitioner, 
since ail infants can't be born in 
modern hospitals with a specialist 
in charge." 


Having babies in the country is
